There is hn inlcresling situation in'Tcxns, where a cundi- 


for the United Stales Senate is a member of (lie Ku Klux 


Klan and publicly defends its principles. This man is Robert 
L. Henry and lie is opposing Senator Charles A. Culberson, 
who is seeking renomination at the primaries next mouth. 
And Mr. Henry is not unknown to the people of Texas. Me 
lias served 20 3'ears in Congress and held high positions of 
leadership in that body and in the national organization of the 
Democratic parly. 


A Washington correspondent, viewing the growth and ex- 


pansion of the Ku Klux Klan, has thought it worth while to 
supply this part of the country with certain facts regarding 
that.order as enunciated by this authority who is seeking a seat 
in (he«.Umted.State's.Senate. To this end he has compiled 
statements made'by-Mr..Henry in a campaign speech and sub- 
mitted (hem to Ihe public through the press. 


After stating that Senator Culbertson had declared that the 


Ku Klux Klan must be destroyed Mr. Henry said: "I reply to 
him tonight and say that the Ku Klux Klan must and shall 
survive in Texas and throughout the country." 


Mr. Henry then went on lo tell what the Ku Klux Klan is 


and what it stands for. He said it believes in Jesus Christ and 
Christianity, although it is not necessary to be a Christian lo 
be a member of the organization. 
II also believes in white 


supremacy and that the whHejace shall ever be supreme in 
this republic. II believes in close relations betwen capital and 
labor and that something should be done to bring them into 
harmony, it is against class legislation of any kind. 
If stands 


for the protection pf womanhood and the sanctity'of the home, 
ii\ constilutional government and (he "majesty of our laws." 
Mr. Henry appealed to the women in the audience and slated 
one indisputable truth when lie said: "Let ms fell you now thai 
the present Klan is based upon as holy and noble a purpose as 
was the Klan of our fathers after the' Civil War." 


These are but a few of (he extracts given by the correspon- 


dent, but they are sufficient to show what the Ku Klux Klan 
claims (o stand for. Some of.ifs principles as enunciated by 
this speaker arc such as all right-minded people are heartily in 
sympathy with, and if is reasonable lo ask why any organiza- 
tion should need the aid of secrecy and mystery in upholding 
(hem. Why should night work in ghostly disguise be required 
in upholding Christianity, the coiislilution and the "majesty 
of our laws?" 


These are questions which arc bound to occur, to thinking 


people, who are unable to understand why such methods as 
the Ku Klux Klan adopts should be necessary in the niainlcn-, 
mice and promotion of righteous causes. • 
; 


But the speech pleased the large audience and applause was; 


frequent and vigorous. This is a sobering fact. The fact thai 
in any part of the country this while-robed organization ha? 
gained a standing suflicicfit to bring an appeal for support 
from a candidate for the United Stales Senate means some 
thin, and it bodes no good. H means that the Klan is coining 
'to be recognized as a political power in some parts of Hi 
country, and this is a dangerous symptom. 


H behooves the people to keep their eye on this suspicious
